DURBAN, March 22.— The Boers have accepted 
the British terms,jincluding the cessation of 
war and the appointment of a Royal Commis- 
sion. Peace is regarded as assured. 


THE TERMS OF PEACE. 

LONDON, March 22.—A dispatch from Pros- 
pect Hill to-day says an armistice of forty- 
eight hours has been concluded in order to 
terminate negotiations. The terms of truce 
are that all arms, munitions and other proper- 
ty captured by either side during the hostili- 
ties shall be restored; that the Transvaal shall 
be granted independence subject to conditions 
to be hereafter settled by the Royal Commission, 
and that the Boer Government shall commence 
afterthe commission shall have made a re- 
port. Meanwhile British garrisons are to re- 
main in the Transvaal without in anywise inter- 
fering with lecal affairs. The Boer forces will 
disperse forthwith and Capt. Elliott’s mur- 
dereris to be delivered up to justice.

A Greenback Letter of Credit for Trav- 
elers. | 


The old proverb that “there is nothing new 
under the sun“ ought to be changed to sogje- 
thing after this fashion: There always is 
something new under the sun.“ Who would 
have believed a few years ago that the irregu- 
mr and diversified travel of Americans to 
Europe was to be solidified and led into 
euch an uniform channel by the creative 
financial and business genius of an American as 
to give rise to a powerful and wealthy Ameri- 
can corporation in London paying handsome 
dividends, with outlying posts at Queenstown 
and Liverpool, securing every tourist on the 
moment of his arrival, taking charge of his, 
trunks, providing hotel accommodations for 
him at London, Paris and other cities, cash- 
ing his letters of credit, and, better still, fur- 
nishing him with a new method of circulation, 
of absolute security, accepted all over Europe, 
receiving and forwarding his letters, storing 
his baggage, and generally providing for all 
his wants and comforts. This is perhaps 
more aprogramme of what the American 
Exchange in Europe, founded and managed by 
Henry F. Gillig, and presided over by Senator 
Hawley, of Connecticut, will be than what it 
is at this moment, but the institution, which 
at present is but in its infancy, is making such 


rapid strides of progress in enlarging its scove 
of operations that in a year or two the above 
outline will probably fall far short of the real - 
ity. a 
It was reported the dther day that the stock 
of the company, whose next dividend will be 
paid July 1, was already ata premium, haviug 
passed into some of the strongest financial 
handsinthe country. This result seemed so 
remarkable that it appeared both curious 
and interesting to learn how the American 
travel to Europe is made to pay in a manner 
so satisfactory to capitalists and even to many 
smallinvestors. Mr. Gillig was in town yes- 
terday, and a reporter sought an interview to 
ascertain the true inwardness of the affair 
which will be found of more than ordinary 
interest. Mr. Gillig, by the way, is quite a 
young man, with a very bright, keen, pene- 
trating look about him, full of “go” and vim, 
very gentlemanly and quiet withal, and leav- 
ing an impression of thorough earnestness 
and sincereity in giving utterance to his 
views. | 
NOT ANXIOUS FOR PUBLICITY. 

I don’t know that I care to say much about 
ihe matter,’’ Mr. Gillig said in reply to the 
reporter’s preliminary inquiries. ‘‘Our stock 
is all subscribed and already at a premium, 
and we have — to gain from a popular 
belief in the profitableness of the concern, as 
the shares are all in the hands of investors 
who are willing to wait for the results of 
gradual development of the property. We 
don’t care“to encourage speculation in the 
shares; are willing to hcld them quietly and 
wait for the dividends.”’ 

But it is interesting,“ was the reporter’s 
reply, “to know how American travel in Eu- 
rope can be made to pay so handsomely.’ 

SIXTY THOUSAND CLIENTS A YEAR, 

„Well,“ Mr. Gillig replied, “the story is 
very simple. About 60,000 Americans went 
to Kurope last year. They all required a great 
many things, which, though apparently tri- 
fling, add immensely to the enjoyment and 
success of their trip, and any institution so 
economically and carefully managed that it 
stretches its hands out to them on the moment 
of their arrival and does not leave them till 
they embark again for home, doing for them 
all the time an infinite number of services 
necessary to thelr com!ort and pleasure at an 
infinitessimally small charge—a charge so 
Small that it is hardly felt by the individual 
traveler, yet swells to a large aggreg ite when 
paid by a vast number such an institution, I 
say, can and will make money and not only 
be no tax upon American travel, but be a 
great stimulus toit because it makes it so 
much easier and more agreeable.“ 

For instance, Mr. Gillig?“ 

“For instance, take such a small matter, 
2 as the care of travelers’ letters, 
und extending them the facilities of our 

reading rooms, which are in the very heart of 
London's great central artery, the Strand; 
every American is anxious for his letters 
from home, as he is also anxious to get the 
latest American news, ete. For a charge of 

five shillings, a dollar and a quarter a 
week, we find him the use of our 
handsome and cosy reading rooms, with 600 
newspapers from everv State in the Union, 
directories of American and European cities, 
guide books, maps of London and all leading 
European cities and resorts, the latest cable 
news, telegraphic notification of arrivals of 
steamers, passenger lists, etc. We take charge 
of his letters, parcels, ete, and forward them 
to wherever he goes.”’ 

But supposing he has his letters addressed 
to his London bank, does not that do away 
with this part of your services, Mr. Gillig?” 
AN AMERICAN POST OPFICE AT NIGHT AND ON 

SUNDAYS. 

Not at all. Americans, as a rule, are anx- 
ious to receive their letters from their fam- 
ilies and friends at home without delay. We 
deliver them late at night andon Sundays and 
bank holidays, which are quite frequent, 
when they could not get them otherwise. 
This part of our business paid quite a neat 
profit last summer, when our facilities were 
much below what they will be this summer. 
It is run at a trifling cost, as yon can get care- 
ful and civil attendants in London at salaries 
from $2 50 to Ba week. Let us say that of 
the 60,000 travelers only 20,000 avail them- 
selves of our rooms for only one month each 
during a season of five months’ travel (from 
May 1 to September 30) I think that is a 
very low and conservative estimate, for we 
have many who avail themselves of these fa- 
ciliies for two and three months; 
but even that would give $25,000 
gross receipts, and as the expenses are below 
$1,000 for the entire season, there would be 
$24,000 net profit.” 

Do not the American bankers, however, 
forward the trayelers’ letters with equal 
expedition?“ 

No. We have made special arrangements 
by which we can give travelers facilities not 
obtained in any other place in London. Mails 
from New York, for instance, generally reach 
London Saturday evening after the banks are 
closed. These letters cannot be obtained till 
Monday morning, and in case of bank holi- 
days, till Tuesday morning. Our Postoffice 
r is open after delivery of the 
malls, and travelers can at once get their let- 
ters, which are immediately forwarded by 
the eariy morning mails to Paris and the Con- 
tinent. Letters mailed by us reach the favor- 
ite resorts of Europe, say Geneva, for iu- 
stance, by the time the London banks are just 
about mailing those addressed to their 
care.“ 

CASHING LETTERS OF CREDIT, DRAFTS, ETC. 

“What other service do you remler to 
American tourists!“ 8 

„Well, the first thing that travelers, on re- 
ceiving their letters, inquire after, is where 
they must go to have their drafts, letters 

of credit, etò., cashed. We save them two or 
three hours journey to and from “‘the city,’’ 
where the bankers’ offices all are, and from 
38 to 4s (75 cents to $1) cab fare, by cashing all 
these right here in our office, which is an im- 
nfense convenience, saving both time and 
money. We charge one shilling, or 
two shillings — or 50 cents) for thfs accom- 
modation, which is all clear profit. When I 
tell you that £98,000 nearly half a million dol- 
lara, passed in this manner through our office 
in six months, you will see thata considera- 
ble profit is realized from this source of rev-

„Just asthe national bank notes are se- 
cured by the deposit of bonds with the Treas- 
ury in Washington, so our circular notes will 
be secured by the guarantee of a well-known 
Trust Company printed on their face that an 
equal amount of United States bonds has been 
deposited with them.

CORN FOR FUEL. 


The Terrible Straits, of Snow- Bound 
Communities in the Northwest. 
From the Cheynne (W. T.) Leader. 

A gentieman who left Sioux City, Iowa, last 
Satur ay reports that two-thirds of the peo- 
ple in Sioux City are burning corn at 80 cents 
per bushel, while the railroads are blockaded 
to Yankton, Sioux Falls, St. Paul @¢ndjChicago 
direct. A party who had just arrived from 


Sioux Falls on, the first train down in four 


weeks (the track being now blocked again) 
brought tidings of an even more desperate af- 
fairs. The people had burned everything 
from the lumber yards, and that source of 
fuel being exbausted they were tearing down 
and consuming sheds and barns. Further up, 
and espeeialiy on the praries, the suffering 
was terrible. The hay gathered for stock was 
all used for fuel, and much stock had been 
killed to keep it from freezing and starving. 
Railroad ties were torn up and even telegraph 
poles cut down in places, and families. were 
clubl ing together to spare a house or two for 
fuel, in a neighborhood, after their coal and 
wood had been used up and their available 
furniture was gone. 

A train that started out with shovelers from 
Pierre had to be abandoned, and the men 
walked a few miles distant east and left for 
Huron to escape being snowed in. Just to 
give yon an idea of the drifts that are block- 

ding the road I will give you one illustration. 
The mail carrier who brought the mail 
through from Sleepy Eye to Huron, making 
the trip en snow-shoes, measured one drift. 
It was 500 feet long and averaged forty-seven 
feet deep. At Pierre there is plenty of food 
and fuel to last until the sun raises the snow 
blockade, but from Huron to Sleepy Eve, a 
distance of 260 miles, there is a famine both 
of fuel and of food, and the suffering and loss 
of life to the unfortunate settlers who have 
taken up homesteads will be simply awful. 
There is no way to reach them with aid and 
beaven only knows what the result will be. 
Manv of these people located between these 
points moved in st fall, built asmall house 
and did not lay in a winter’s mt go of pro- 
visions, thinking that they could get all. the 
supplies they needed by Roing to the rail- 
road. Everything that will burn is being 
made use of by these wretched people to keep 
from freezing—clothing not absolutely neces- 
sary, lumber vards, railroad ties, joists and 
partitions’ in houses, hay and grain, every- 
thing that will burn is“ seized upon by those 
wretched people. The mail carrier before 
spoken of said that on his trip he heard of 
eight people frozen to death, and in his opin- 
ton there must be many more that have al- 
ready perished. It is impossible to form any 
idea of the number that must perish of starv- 
ation and cold if the blockade continues much 
longer. 


Slowly Dying. — 
From the Conecuh (Ala.) Star. 

One ofthe saddest sights we ever saw was 
that of a man, aged about fifty-five years, who 
stopped at the Kendall House, in Evergreen, 
last Saturday night. On the 10th of last Au- 
gust, about noon, while herding cattle on the 
Texas plains he fell asleep, and while in this 
condition he was bitten on the left arm, just 
above the wrist, by a rattlesnake. He was at 
the time a great way from any toon or vil- 
lage, and by the time he reached a physician 
the poison had permeated his entire system. 
From that very moment he began to die, and 
to look at him vou can at once see that upon 
him The King of Terrors“ has already set 
his seal and has only granted him a respite 
for a while, but the days of that respite are 
full of torture, and no doubt the poor, un- 
happy victim longs for the end to come. Last 
Saturday night he was suffering indescribable 
torture. in his agony he called upon the 
great God and upon feeble man to give him 
relief, but not a moment was he free from 
pain that was so terrible that language cannot 
describe it.

Prudence had at one time been in the employ 
of the bank, and knew that there were large 
sums of money and considerable valuable 
property thus held in trust by the institution, 
the owner of which had died and the heirs re- 
mained in ignorance of their rightful - 
sions. It occurred to lim that by 
co-operating with Gunn and getting the use of 
his information he might hunt up heirs in this 
country and obtain commissions by securing 
for his clients the money or property to which 
they were entitled. Prudence entered into 
correspondence with Gunn, and the plan of co- 
operation was accepted. The negotiations 
went so far that Prudence issued circulars 
which he began sending out to supposed heirs 
inthis country, explaining the situation and 
offering his services in establishing their claims 
if they should turn out to be legitimate. 

After Prudence had got well into the 
business he became dissatisfied with Gunn's 
representations and on pressing the matter 
came to the conclusion that Gunn’s catalogue 
was not recent and reliable: he reached the 
conviction that Gunn intended to make small 
retainer fees out of the business, and hadn’t 
the requisite information and authority to put 
through valid claims. Some of the credits oa 
Gunn’s list proved to be old and already set- 
tied. Evidently the catalogue was intended to 
mislead. Satisfying himself thatthe business 
was not legitimate Prudence dropped it entire- 
* The gentleman furnishing the reporter 
this information suid that several partes who 
had received these circulars had 
come to the store to see Prudence since the 
latter had reached the above conclusions. He 
had heard Prudence explain the matter to 
them, give his opinion that it was not worth 
while tio pay ary attention to the supposed 
claims, and advise the supposed heirs not to 
waste money with Gunn.

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THE LAW FOR CREDITORS. 
Judge Thompson Rises — ‘Make a Few Re- 


Tbe Appellate Court to-day reversed the | : | 
judgment of the Circuit Court and dismissed | 
the petition in the case of Dodd, Brown & Co. 
‘ys. Caroline Levy etal. This was 9 suit in 
equity to set aside an alleged fraudulent con- 
veyance of real estate. The plaintiffs had not 
reduced their demand to a judgment at law, but 
it was evidenced by certain -promissory 
notes of the defendant, Silvani Levy, 
who is a resident of Illinois. The answer of the 
defendant was a general denial which included 
u denial of the existence of the debt. At the 
commencement of the trial the defendants’ 
counsel objected to the introduction of any tes- 
timony, for the reason that there was no aver- 
mentinthe petition that plaintiff had reduced 
their demand to a judgment at law. 
The Judge hearing the case over- 


ruled the objection and the cause 
wus beard at length on its merits. ‘‘It will be 
nnnecessary,’’ says Judge Thompson, to 
<onsider any other queation in the case, for up- 
on this ruling alone the judgment must be re- 
versed and the suit dismissed. Itis element- 
ary doctrine that a court of equity will nut en- 
tertain a creditor’s bill to set aside a fraudu- 
gent convey unce unless the creditor has either 
prosecuted his demand to a eggs at law or 
shows that it is impossible forhim to do so. No 
decision in this state goes to the length of 
holdin that where the demand of the creditor 
is purely u demand, and the debtor has visible 
property within the jurisdistion which may be 
reached by uttuchment, the mere fact that he is 
na non resident will authorize: the ngs oF of 
un creditor's bill in the first instance t it 
objected that the rule which requires the Fan 
itor to resort to an attachment in cases such as 
this, before he can have the aid of equity, 
drives him to a useless circuity of action, the 
answer is that the same objection may be made 
in all cases to the well- established rule that 
equity will not aida party until he has ex- 
hausted his remedies at law. I cannot 
retrain from expressing my sympathy with the 
-efforts which ure frequently made to extend 
the jurisdiction of the courts in this particular, 
but I cannot allow this sympathy to contro! my 
-conclusions as a Judge. sit here to admin- 
ister the law us we understand it to exist, not 
We all agree that we can- 
not go wny further in extending 
‘equitable remedies to general crediters 
than this Court went in Luthy vs. Woods, and 
M auy further extension of this jurisdiction is 
to be made it saculd be made by the supreme 
Court or by the Legislature.’’

Mr. S. A. Coale Gives the History 
of Pioture Purchasing. 


Why Mr. H. L. Dousman Feels Aggrieved 
and Dissatisfied. 


The article in Saturday’s POST-DISPATCH, 
headed ‘‘A Breezein Art Circles,’’ has creat- 
ed considerable excitement among the friends 
of the gentlamen mentioned. It is well known 
that Mr. S. A. Coale has had art transactions 
with many of fhe leading citizens and has been 
instrumental in bringing about the saleofa 
large number of picture, in the city. 
Several of those with whom he has 
dealt state that they always understood 
that he was acting in a disinterested manner, 
and that he was in no way benefitted by the 
sale of the pictures which he recommended. 
He nad been in the habit of recommending the 


house of M. Knoedler &Co., New York, and 
during qa recent visit to that city 
Mr. Coale is said to have quarrelled 
with Mr. Julius Oehme, the manager of this 
house. Mr. Oehme took his revenge by stating 
to Mr. Dousman, who wasthen in New York, 
that Cogle had been well paid by the firm for 
his work in St. Louis, and, to prove this, he 
showed Mr. D. the books where the amounts 
paid Mr. Coale for his recommendations 
of the firm were entered in order. Dousman 
came back to St. Louis, and soon spread the 
news that Coale had all along beenin the pay 
of this house. Coule returned soon after, and 
the angry meeting chronicled in the Post-Dis- 
PATCH of Saturday was an attempt 
to amicably arrange the differences bet ween 
the two gentlemen. A representative of the 
PosT-DISPATCH called upen Mr. Coale to get 
his version of the affair. -Mr. Coale said that 
he had nothing to c@nceal about the matter. 

Did you seethe recent article mn the PosT- 
DISPATCH?’’ Mr, Coale was asked. 

„„es, said Mr. Coale, ‘‘l regret to say that 
I did. That part of the article which stated 
that Mr. Dousenan and had any angry dis- 
cassion was untrue. It is also said that I 
asked him to drink and he refused to do so. 
The truth of the matter is that he asked 
me to drink, and I did. W 
met dt George's to talk over statements made 
by a fellow in the East, and about which Mr. 
Dousman felt very sore. lassured Mr. Dous- 
man that any wrong which had been done him 
would be righted, and I am now working to 
that@nd.’’ 

What was the cause of the trouble?“ 

i question the propriety of annoying the pub - 
lie with private matters, said Mr. Coale, 
‘*but since the topic has been broached, it 
might as well be finished, You know, that for 
along time I have been identified with art 
matters in this city. As far back as 1870, long 
before I knew Dousman, I became intimately 
acquainted with the House of M. Knoedler & 
Co., New York, I was first a purchaser 
from them, like anybody else, 
but I soon came to know thein better, and the 
friendship became very close. They frequently 
broached the subject of extending their trade 
in the West, and especially in St. Louis, At this 
time art was at zero in this city. There 
was not a single high-class work 
owned by any citizen. In pursuance 
of the suggestions of Knoedler & Co., Il applied 
myself to the task of creating a taste for works 
of art, with an ultimate view of bringing about 
their purchase. I succeeded very well. I 
created a trade for the house in this city, which 
fact they acknowledged in very 
flattering epistles. There never was any 
agreement by which I was to receive 
any percentage, and I never got a single dollar 
in money for my efforts. I was informed, how- 
ever, that the house appreciated my efforts, 
and that they would remember them at the 
proper time. The result of my work was that 
l have been the direct and indirect agent of 
bringing to St. Louis works of 
art amounting to more than $250,000. 
Knoedler & Co. rewurded me by making me 
concessions on the price of all the pictures 
bought by myself. They asked me to keep this 
arrangement a secret, onthe ground that it 
would hurt tlleir business, they agreeing 
to do the same. I always did so. 
It had been directly stipulated that whatever 
concessions I might receive should come out 
of the legitimate profits of the house, not out 
of tre mien I recommended, and I therefore 
had no hesitation in suggesting works of art 
and in securing purchasers. I admit that Tal- 
ways received these concessions in the prices 
of picctures bought for myself, but they were 
made voluntarily, and the measure 
of them was always fixed by the house. I had 
sense enough to look out for myself and get my 
pictures as cheap asIcould. The men whom I 
recommended to’Knoedlier & Co. were all 
assured by that house that the rices 
given were the same as those allowed 
to the most favored New York 
customers, and 1 felt no uneasiness on this 
score.“

ius Oehme, a species of nondescript, half- 
shark, half-buzzard. hen I brought 
over the pictures or the a 
some of which belonged to Mr. Parsons and 
some to Mr. Dousman, I did not inform this 
fellow untill arrived in the city. Then Ftold him 
about the sale, and that I had a lot of old stuff 
which I wanted to ad, and reinvest the 
proceeds in other pictures. I told him 
that there were only two good 
works in the collection,and they were in as de- 
coys and jvould not be sold. Oehme was much 
displeased, very angry in fact, but he could 
not dissuade. Afterwardshe found that I Rad 
put some of Kohn'‘s pictures in the sale and 
that enraged him to the highest degree. When 
‘Dousman was in New York, a couple of weeks 
go, Oehme in violation of the pledge made to 
me showed him the books of the house and 
stated to him that I had received large amounts 
influence in this city. I 
Dousman after this interview, 
asked him if Oehme had said anything about 
me, and told him if such wasthe case thatthe 
right place to settle the matter was 
right on the spot, where every- 
body concerned could be reached. 
Dousman replied that Oehme had said nothing 
about me. he former soon left for St. Louis, 
and when I arrived, a day or two later, I found 
stories which had been told by Dousman scat- 
tered farand wide. The gist of these was 
that Knoedler & Co. had charged their St. Louis 
patrons higher prices than they ought in order 
to meet the percentage to be paid to me. I 
Jearned before I left New York that Oehme had 
been treacherous enough to tell about this 
matter, and I called upon Knoedler 
and told him what the rascal had done, and 
I also told him thatthe only fair thing to do 
was to agree to take back any picture sold by 
the house with which the customers were dis- 
satisfied, and I think he will do this.’’ 

What was the nature of your interview with 
Mr. Dousman?’’

for the selection and purchase of only 
seven of his pictures, andI was ready to take 
these off his hands, if he so desired. The oth- 
ers he purchased on his own judgment. He 
had them at his house for months, and they 
were inspected by hundreds of connoisseurs 
before he paid for them, and itis nonsense to 
talk about me being responsible in the matter. 
Knoedler & Co. are alone responsible. Many 
prominent citizens have said to me that they 
are surprised to see Mr. Dousman coming out in 
the role of ‘‘a baby, or what is just as bad, 
a victim.

It is nonsense 
for members of the firm to befoul their own 
nest by stating that they charged higher prices 
than they should when they previotsly assured 
customers that this was not the case.

A CRUSHED PASSENGER. 


The Union Depot Street Railroad Company 
Called to Account. 


A damage suit by parents of a deceased 
daughter against the Union Depot Railroad 
Company, Gravois road line, is before Judge 
Boyle and a jury to-day in Circuit Court No. 3. 


This trial involvesdamages in the sum of ,- 
000, sought by John Spergemann and wife 
for the loss of thei daughter’s 
life under the following circum- 
stances: On the evening of the Sth of 
October, 1880, one of the Union Depot line of 
cars was proceeding west with a heavy load of 
passengers farin excess of the car’s seati 
capacity, and in the vicinity of Russell avenué, 
Decatur and State streets, where the grades 
are steep, the car attained a momentum of 
speed on the down run which created a panic 
among the passengers, among the number the 
young lady who lost her life. It is alleged in 
the petition that the brakes were defective and 
the servants of the company were unable to 
check or control the speed, but in any e it 
seems that the young lad became ve taneh 
frightened and jumped off the car, sustaining 
such injuries that she d shortly after. The 
damages are asked on the und that the car 
was not operated with due regard to the 
safety of the passengers, * and 
that the brake-power was defective and insuf- 
flotent, and that the company's servants exer- 
cised gross carelessness and recklessness in 
the management of the car during its journey 
ovei a dangerous portion of the road.
